A Tribute to Dr. W. H. Lindsey 


Whereas: 


On November 10th, 1929, at noon, while family, friends and neighbors awaited the will of God with cold dread in their hearts and 
with sorrow surging up in their very souls, our class member, brother and friend, Dr. W. H. Lindsey, put on the dreamy and 
beautiful cloak of immortality and again death was swallowed up in victory as he passed through the gate of life to rest in peace 
and sing with angels peans of peace and glory in the presence of God. 


Dr. W. H. Lindsey was born, the son of Dr. and Mrs. J. S. Lindsey, in Starksville, Mississippi, in 1842. At the age of three years, 
his parents moved with the westward march of American civilization to Jacksonville, Texas, and the young son was reared by the 
tender hand of a devoted mother and the brave heart and resourceful mind of a strong and stalwart frontier father in the growing 
west. He grew with the west, brave and honorable in mind and heart, capable of rising to any emergency and determined to 
overcome the almost insurmountable environment of his time. He made an unusual success of it. 


When his youth was just ready to turn the pathway into the power of manhood, the Civil War, which had smoldered and smoked 
during his teens, the great issues of the day in conversation and politics, burst forth as a volcano in all its fury and our young man 
was swept along with the others into the vortex of horrible fratricidal war. He enlisted in Company D, Seventh Texas Infantry, 
Green’s Brigade, to serve during the entire period of the war except for one brief furlough when he was wounded in a battle in 
Louisiana and sent home to recuperate. After the war, he joined the Texas Rangers and helped to maintain peace in the war of 
reconstruction which was more terrible than the Civil War itself. He also, after quitting the Ranger service, worked as a cowboy 
for two years in the cattle industry between Mexico and our country when cattle were driven from Mexico to the market in the 
United States. 


In 1869, he came to Hamburg, farmed one year, move to Oak Grove, Louisiana, farmed there for a time, moved back to Ashley 
County and farmed and studied medicine in the Pine Hill neighborhood. As he delved into the medical profession, he saw the 
necessity for college education in order to make this life a success. He therefore went to the Alabama Medical College, Mobile, 
Alabama, where he graduated second in his class in the year of 1877 and at the age of thirty-five went into the practice here in 
Hamburg. He practiced all over Ashley County for many years, during fifteen years of which time he was a partner of our beloved 
citizen, Dr. W. S. Norman. 


Devotion to public welfare, at a time when political office was not always considered a public trust, drew Dr. Lindsey into politics 
in 1893 when he was elected to represent our county in the legislature. He served in that capacity again in 1924. He was elected 
sheriff in 1894 and again in 1904. He served as a member of the County Pension Board, having been appointed by Y.W. 
Etheridge, and having resigned since January 1st of this year. There was never blot or blemish on the public life of our friend. His 
devotion to his friends and to the general welfare and development of his county and state shone through his entire public service. 


His Masonic career was a long and honorable one. He was unusually well versed in its lore, history and literature. He was a 
member of Prairie Lodge No. 165 for many years; served it in many capacities; as its worshipful master for a number of years. He 
also had the Masonic distinction of being appointed District Deputy Grand Master. 


His devotion to the lost cause of the South continued with him throughout his life. He was steeped in it in his youth before the 
war, fought the good fight with Lee, Jackson, Stewart and others, and when the time in his life came for him to live in the past, his 
mind went back to the existing times of the war, its hardships and ordeals of reconstruction. He was loyal and true and loved the 
United Confederate Veterans. He attended many of its reunions and in 1921 was appointed by General L. A. Fitzpatrick, Com- 
mander, Arkansas Division, U.C.V., as a Lieutenant-Colonel in that organization and Surgeon on the staff of General Fitzpatrick. 
He served Camp James Norris, the local camp, U.C.V., for eleven years, only resigning last year. 


But with all of his service, both to individuals and to the public, with all of his love for mankind, with all his devotion to his 
lodge, his greatest love and his highest service went to his church and to his God. He was the oldest member, both in years and in 
membership, of the Hamburg Baptist Church. He had laid his trust in Him who never fails us in his youth. He joined the Hamburg 
church soon after moving here and served it faithfully and devotedly throughout a long life. He had been a deacon so long in the 
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church that no one seems to know when his service began. He was the teacher of the Men’s Bible Class until the organization of 
the Colonel E. L. Compere Bible Class when he joined heartily in its work and was faithful, loyal and true to it during the 
remainder of his life. 


Dr. Lindsey was a Bible student. He had read the Bible through many times. He read it not for the distinction of having read it, 
but for his love of its greai truths. 


The surviving members of Dr. Lindsey’s family are his widow, who lives among us, and four children. They are Mrs. A. Z. 
McDougal of Staton, Texas; Mrs. Ida Brunton of Diball, Texas; W. S. Lindsey of Nacogdoches, Texas; and Russ Lindsey of 
Bastrop, Louisiana, and children of Mrs. Hunter Harvill. We grieve with them for their great loss of husband and father. We pray 
that the God who now makes him happy and free may guard, protect and save them to meet him at the great throne of grace. 


Therefore, Be it Resolved, That the lodge be declared to be in mourning for thirty days; That the altar be draped during said time; 
That a copy of these resolutions be spread upon the minutes of this meeting; That a copy be given to the local paper for publica- 
tion and that a copy be given to the widow of our deceased brother.

Pine Grove Cumberland Presbyterian Church 
(Later known as Pine Fiat and Florence Church) 
Desha County, Arkansas 


Dear Reader: 


The original Pine Grove Church ledger form which this transcription came is very frail, and I 
realized if it were constantly handled, it would soon be destroyed. I asked, and was given permis- 
sion to transcribe the ledger. I would like to give some information to the reader regarding the 
original ledger. As many of you will already know, 19th century handwriting is sometimes 
difficult to read, and the ledger was no exception. Many times a name would be spelled three 
different ways on one page. Capital letters I and J are often indistinguishable. Capital letters L’and 
S are very similar. If you see surnames or place names misspelled, it is because I have duplicated 
the original exactly. The only changes I made tothis trahscription were to add commas and periods 
where absolutely needed. If I thought the meaning was clear enough, I refrained from editing. 


When I first saw the ledger for Pine Grove Cumberland Presbyterian Church (later known as Pine 
Flat and later still as Florence Church), I was amazed at the amount of genealogical information it 
contained. Many times persons entering the church membership have their former church, county, 
and state listed. When members transfer to another church from Florence Church, the new church 
name is often given. There is a section for marriages, deaths, and infant baptisms. I have provided 
an index at the end of the book.

When the church was first organized, it was located in 
Desha County, Arkansas, in that part of that later became a part of Drew County. The church was 
located south of the intersection of County Roads 138 and 293, on the west side of Hwy 138. Only 
the cemetery remains today and is know as Old Florence Cemetery. I wish you much success in 
your search for your ancestors.

Detober 1994...The 1860 Dallas County census listes John F. and Mary Harville with their children, John C, age 6; Mary E., age 
3; Mary Harville, age 61; born GA; Franklin Harville, age 23, b. AL; George Harville, age 18, b. AL; William Newell, age 7, b. 
AR: Candis Newell, age 5, b. AR; and James Key, age 25, b. GA. I believe this is strong enough circumstantial evidence to say 
chat John F. was the son of William and Mary Harvill, and brother of Franklin and George, especially since Mary died in his 
nome in Mill Creek in 1879, and he is remembered in the will of Franklin, along with brother R. C. The Newell children may be 
erandchildren of the older Mary, whose parents have died. This was common in these years. Candis is still with the family in

He married Fannie White of South Carolina, in the spring of 1858; she died three 
months later. In 1861, he joined the Confederate army and was in many major battles, captured at Jonesboro, and sent to Louis- 
ville, KY, as a prisoner. He was discharge there, lived just above Memphis for about a year, then returned to Ashley County, AR, 
where he married Mary Thacker of Virginia. He bought 600 acres of land and became a successful farmer. He says he is a 
Democrat, and a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church South. He left his estate to his widow, and at her death, it was to go 
to his sisters who are named, and R. C. and J. F. Harville, no relationship stated. The estate is to be administered by his nephew, 
William Edward (son of R. C.) From this I am led to believe that John F. was also a bother of B. F., especially since B. F. lived in 
John F.’s home in Dallas County after his father’s death in 1952. B. F. was a very prominent citizen of Ashley County, according 
io many articles in the old Ashley County paper. He had no children.
